Indemnity For The Sallors.

New Yorx, Sept.30.—The information
given ount at the state department that
Minieter Egan will be in New York on
Taesday, with $55,000 in gold, voted by
the government of Chili asan indemnity
for the Baltimore eailors, has started
speculation as to the manner of distribn-
tion. The families of Turnbull and Rig-
gen, who were the only members of the
crew killed, will have the largest share
of the indemnity. The eighteen others
who were disabled by wounds will come
next in order, and each of the thirty-
gix men who were imprisoned will
doubtless get something. A large elaim
for indemnity has algso been presented
by the merchant sailor who was subse-
quently imprigsoned and roughly treated
by the Chileans, but it is said that his
share pf the funds will be very smsll.
